To THe Eprror: 

I believe one of the reasons Mr. George 
B. Frost does not feel kindly toward a new 
Junior High school, is that he believes 
enough fads and frills are being taught here 
now, which exclude to some extent the 
cultural side of education, and are in the 
long run worthless. 

While I agree in part, I would like to say 
that my living and a good portion of my 
family’s living have been earned by my 
taking up one of those so-called fads over 
twenty-five years ago. In 1903 a business 
course was introduced into Punchard high 
school and was immediately “the rage” as 
all fads are for a time. I took it, among 
others, and what typewriting, shorthand and 
bookkeeping I learned there, gave me my 
start as a wage-earner. There was much 
shaking of heads at that time, by critics who 
thought that the course was only a passing 
fad. It is still part of the general education 
at Punchard after all this time. 

That, however, is not just what I wished to 
write about. In this business course, as there 
is today in all business courses, penmanship 
and spelling were taught and a mighty good 
thing they were, for I had been through 
slanting writing, vertical writing, back-hand 
writing and I know not what, until my 
chirography was not of the best, and neither 
was that of my schoolmates. 

It seems today that such is still the case. 
I have oceasion, being a proof reader, to see 
all kinds of writing, and the copy which 
comes from the two Academies here in 
Andover, where the education of cultural 
subjects is taught, as well as that from 
private schools around Boston, and_ the 
colleges, is, to use an out-of-date slang 
phrase, “fierce”. 

Much of it isn’t legible, to say nothing of 
its being good writing. I sometimes wonder 
if the teachers, who themselves aren’t 
particularly “up” on this subject, do not 
get tired of reading the weird scratches of the 
pen that appear on some compositions, and 
pass them on with any kind of a mark, ac- 
cording to their inclinations and disposition 
at the time. 

I find that the copy which comes from the 
common school pupils is much more legible 
than that coming from the schools of higher 
learning where the students can tell you all 
about Caesar and his Legions, or the fall of 
Troy, but who cannot write the story legibly 
enough to be read. 

The so-called cultural subjects are all 
right, but for those who may never go farther 
than grammar school, or the so-called 
Junior high, it seems to me that some useful 
occupation might at least be given its be- 
ginnings here.

In your issue of January 3, you described 
quite interestingly the story of the widening 
of North Main Street, Andover. Unfortunate- 
ly, but perhaps not intentionally, the im- 
pression is created in this story that the 
Lawrence Automobile Club and Representa- 
tives Lane and Ganley were the principal 
factors in making possible this huge Andover 
development. Of course, Andover people 
know that neither the automobile club nor 
the representativ s had anything but the 
sketchiest connection with the matter and 
Andover also fully realizes that the credit 
rests almost entirely upon the shoulders of 
Chairman Frank H. Hardy, of our Board of 
Selectmen, fully backed up by his associates, 
Andrew MeTernen and Dr. J. J. Daly. 

However, there is one Lawrence man to 
whom you made no reference and whose 
assistance was invaluable; namely, Atty. 
Daniel J. Murphy, our Town Counsel. 
Through his intimacy with the attorneys of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, he succeeded 
not only in guiding the conflicting interests of 
the various contributors over the roughest 
spots, but induced the Boston & Maine to 
substantially increase its contribution, thus 
saving Andover thousands of dollars. 

Your Andover readers know most of the 
following facts, but in justice to the splendid 
work done by Mr. Hardy, you may probably 
find space to print this statement for your 
other readers. 

When Mr. Hardy was first elected in 1923, 
interest in this project had been constant 
for many years, and when the matter was 
finally adjusted, approximately 25 years had 
elapsed since it was first advocated by the 
late John N. Cole. However, at the time of his 
election in 1923, he believed the time had 
not yet arrived to give the project serious 
consideration and his e‘iorts were used to 
hold it back until Andover could better 
alford to spend the money. Later, after the 
Town had completed its bond payments for 
block paving from the Square to the top of 
the Hill on Main Street, he began pushing the 
matter. After he had made plans to go 
forward with the project he found that the 
Lawrence Automobile Club was already 
behind a bill that was being presented in the 
Legislature by Representative Jordan, Mr. 
Jordan interviewed him after the bill was 
withdrawn and suggested getting together 
the next year. Mr, Hardy indicated that 
this wasn’t necessary as the Town of Andover 
was taking care of the matter in another way. 


Incidentally, the bill was presented to the 
Legislature without its backers ever calling 
into conference any official of the Town of 
Andover and the only knowledge Andover 
had of the matter was from the newspapers, 
The Town did not even receive an official 
notification that the bill was coming up for 
consideration. Mr. Hardy tells me that later 
a petition was filed by the Andover Select 
men, with the County Commissioners. He is 
quite sure that neither the Automobile Club, 
Mr. Ganley nor Mr. Lane was represented 
at any of the hearings under this petition, 
until the final one when he asked fora 
representation to establish beyond question 
the fact that common convenience and 
necessity demanded that the improvement be 
made, He was afraid that, should this not be 
done, the State would attemp to tdodge its 
responsibility. 

A split between the parties contributing to 
the cost hinged on the apportionment of costs 
on the Boston & Maine Railroad bridge 
Neither of the railroad companies involved 
could come to an agreement with the State 
that was satisfactory, Mr. Williams, Chair 
man of the State Board of Public Works, then 
moved that the matter be referred to the 
Superior Court and that the Court appoint 
a committee to apportion the costs, To this 
our Selectmen would not agree and withdrew 
our petition, Their reason for so doing was 
that they believed this move to be on the 
part of the State an attempt to place a 
greater portion of the costs on Andover than 
was right. It was the Town’s belief that any 
committee so appointed would ask that the 
petitioners bear the greater percentage of the 
costs. Vhis fear later proved to be well 
grounded 

The Lawrence Automobile Club sought the 
Seleetmen's permission to again present a 


bill providing the outcome of our petition 
was unsuccessful. The Selectmen consented 
but soon learned that it was a mistake. Mr 
Hardy realized then that more could be 
accomplished by working with the Board 
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ANDOVER 


than with the Legislature and that it would 
have been better had the bill not been filed. 
Further, there was very little hope of securing 
prompt action this way as all the contributors 
would continue to fight the Legislative bill. 
The bill was withdrawn 

About this time Chairman Williams, of the 
State Board, stated that he would take a 
different attitude on the matter if Andover 
would bring it up again in the regular way 
and he hoped another petition would be filed. 
On advice from the County Commissioners, 
the Town then waited, taking no further 
action until Mr. Williams had resigned from 
the State Board, approximately — three 
months later, at which time Mr. Hardy 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
new chairman, Mr. Lyman, who was much 
more in sympathy with the project. This was 
bringing the matter pretty close to our last 
Town Meeting. 

Mr. Hardy then decided to try once more, 
through personal contact, to get a favorable 
decision in time to present it to the Town in 
definite form, He interviewed Mr. Lyman 
and told him his hopes and asked for his 
help, which he agreed to give, and Mr 
Lyman, on Mr. Hardy’s request, called an 
informal meeting at his office in the State 
House. All the interested parties responded 
and Mr. Lyman turned the meeting over to 
Mr. Hardy. He confided his hopes to all 
present, stating that he felt sure that if all 
would be willing to make some concession 
there would be no difficulty in coming to an 
understanding. He then turned the meeting 
back to Mr. Lyman who opened negotiations 
by making the first concession and in less 
than an hour an informal tentative agreement 
had been reached. The Town was repre- 
sented at this informal meeting only by its 
Board of Selectmen and Town Counsel, 
Daniel J. Murphy. 

From this point until the final agreement 
some two weeks later, the Town's interests 
were in the hands of Mr. Murphy who did 
splendid service and was largely responsible 
for obtaining the terms our Board thought 
just and right.

Andover Foreign 


The complete program of the Foreign 
Affairs School, which is being held under the 
auspices of the Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters at the Hotel Commander in 
Cambridge on January 21, 22nd and 23rd, 
has been announced and_ includes many 
speakers of international importance and 
representatives of numerous countries such 
as Dr, Wu, the Chinese Minister to the 
United States; Hon. Rennie Smith, a Mem 
ber of the English Parliament; Miss Kath 
leen Courtney, president of the British 
Section of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, and Rear 
Admiral Charles L, Hussey of the United 
States Navy, retired. 

The subject matter covers problems of 
immediate interest which confront the world 
today. The first day will be devoted very 
largely to a consideration of the Far East, 
with stress upon the Kyoto Conference on 
Pacific Relations.

The first session will open Tuesday after 
noon, January 21st, with an interesting 
survey of recent world events entitled: Trac 
ing the Map of 1929,” by Raymond T 


Rich, Executive Director of the World 
Peace Foundation. This will be followed by 
an address on, “Making New China” by 
that popular speaker on problems of the 
Far East, So Yong Park, the author of 


“The Revolt of China,” an 
the “Oriental Mark Twain.’ 

The afternoon session on Tuesday will be 
concluded by an address on “The Kyoto 
Conference on Pacific Relations.’ “The 
League was fortunate in procuring a delegate 
to the Conference, Roland Boyden, to 
present the subject. 

Tuesday evening at eight o'cloc k, Dr. C. C. 
Wu, the Chinese Minister to the United 
States, will talk on, “The Eastern Chinese 
Railroad.” Dr, Wu is one of China’s leading 
statesmen and has served his country with 
conspicuous success in many capacities, as a 
Member of Parliament, Counc illor, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Delegate to the Paris 
Conference, and a member of the Central 
Executive Committee of Kuomintang 

The Wednesday morning session will open 
at ten-thirty with, “The Balance Sheet of 
Soviet Russia,” by Miss Lucy E. Textor, 
Professor of History at Vassar College, Miss 
Textor knew Czarist Russia not only as a 
traveler but as a student of rural and fac tory 
conditions, and she has also done intensive 
research in Soviet Russia, which she has 
visited twice, the second time as a member 
of Prof. Dewey’s party. 

The next speaker, Wednesday morning will 
be Miss Kathleen Courtney of England, who 
will talk on “English Women and_ the 
Labor Party.” The League is particularly 
fortunate in securing Miss ( ourtney, as she 
is one of the best known women today in the 
public life of Great Britain, and also one of 
the best informed on all questions relating 
to World Peace. 

The afternoon session on Wednesday will 
open at two-thirty with a discussion of 
“Democratic Control of Foreign Affairs,” 
by C. J. Friedrich, Assistant Professor of 
Government at Harvard University. Prof. 
Friedrich is engaged upon an extensive 
investigation of the relation of parliament to 
foreign offices in the various Ei ropean 
countries. 

The American point of view in relation 
to disarmament will be explained by Rear 
Admiral, Charles L. Hussey, retired, in an 
address on “Limitation of Our Naval Arma 
ment” at  three-thirty. Admiral Hussey 
served both in the Spanish War and the 
Great War; during the latter he was in 
charge of the ocean escort for the first 
American troops sent to France. He led the 
Limitation of Armament Conference at the 
Williamstown Institute of Politics in 1929. 

The evening speaker on Wednesday will be 
the Hon. Rennie Smith, Labor Member of 
the British House of Commons, who will 
discuss, “‘The Five Power London Naval 
Conference,”’ Mr, Smith has been in charge, 
for the last five years, of the National Coun 
cil for the Prevention of War. In addition, he 
has specialized in the study of foreign 
affairs and has been in close touch with the 
mind of his leader, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. 

Two addresses are scheduled for Thursday 
morning: “ Post War Constitutional Changes 
in Europe,”’ by John P. Comer, Professor of 
Government at Williams College, at ten 
thirty and “The Mandates System in the 
Near East,’’ by William Ernest Hocking, 
Professor of Philosophy, Harvard University 
at eleven o'clock. 

Thursday afternoon the School will be 
resolved into a Model Assembly Meeting of 
the League of Nations under the direction of 
Mrs, Charles Peabody and a large committee 
representing both the League of Women 
Voters and the League of Nations Associa 
tion.

First Gun Fired 


The school committee has fired its 
first gun in its campaign for a new Junior 
High school building by making a 
general announcement as to what it 
proposes to ask of the town. The smoke 
which followed the report still lingers, 
however, and obscures for the present 
much of the information in regard to the 
project which the citizens want to know. 

According to an announcement made 
after the committee had its session 
Monday night with the town finance 
committee, from which meeting a re- 
seeking information was ex-| 
cluded, the plan is to ask the town for an | 
appropriation of $225,000 for a 11-room 
building adjacent to the old Punchard 
High school building. Some additional 
facts relating to the matter are revealed, 
such as the proposal to change from the 
6-2-1 plan to the 6-3-3 plan if the school 
is built—thus making the Junior High 
school course three years and the Senior 
High school course three years; a gen- 
eral claim of lack of room, and a sugges- 
tion as to rearrangement of the use of | 
present grade school buildings. 

Many questions arise that are un- 
answered in what the committee has 
given oulso far. Some of these are 

Does the sum of $225,000 to be asked 
for include the cost of equipping the 
school? In other words will $225,000 
ensure its being ready for use without 
further expenditure? 

What are the three or four special 
rooms—one report says there are to be 
three and one says the number is to be 
four—to be used for? We can guess, 
perhaps, but no one ought to have to 
depend upon surmise as to that. 

Wouldn't $150,000 build a ten-room 
building that would solve any over- 
crowding conditions, especially if the 
necessity for special rooms were elim- 
inated? 

Isn’t it possible to add to present 
buildings at even a still smaller cost, 
enough rooms to accommodate all 
pupils? 

Would even the present buildings be | 
overcrowded if all the rooms in the 
Bradlee school and all the space at the 
Shawsheen school were utilized? 


Just because these questions are asked 
it need not be inferred that the Towns- 
man is opposed to the new Junior High 
school project. This paper believes that 
if the school committee can show con- 
vincing evidence as to the actual need of | 
the school the town ought to build it, for 
all of us unquestionably want the chil- 
dren of Andover to have what they need 

It is easy enough for the school com- 
mittee to tell us what it desires, but it is 
another thing for the board to prove 
that it really needs what it wants. 

To bring out the facts which may 
prove or disprove this need is what this 
paper aims to do. Let’s have all the 
facts for the benefit of the voters who 
will make the decision at the town 
meeting

wishes to attend should be excluded 

As greatest public interest centers in 
the public school question in Andover at 
present it is particularly important that

All 
the light that the school board can give 
as to its needs and its desires is necessary 
to enable the voters to decide the issue 
intelligently. All the light, too, that can |} 
be secured from advocates and oppo- 
nents of modern trends in education is 
important as an aid to a decision 

Perhaps one of the most severe denun- ! 
ciations of the “fads and frills” policy in 
public school education appears in an 
address given recently at Harvard by 
Dr. Thomas H. Briggs of Teachers 
college, Columbia university. who ad- 
vocates a reorganization of the second- 
ary school system to attain more practi- 
cal results. He charges that “no serious 
efforts to formulate for secondary schools 
a curriculum which promises maximum 
good for the supporting state” have been 
made, and asserts that “for the vast 
amount of money expended by society 
for secondary education, it and the 
individual receive a negligible return.” 
Dr. Briggs deplores the failure to give 
more than a “smattering of language or 
mathematics’ and the neglect to “es- 
tablish in students appreciation of the 
values of subjects in the curriculum such 
as to insure continued study either in 
higher schools or independently, after 
compulsion ceases. "’ He goes further and 
declares that the district attorneys in all 
countries would be justified in indicting 
the school authorities of many communi- 
lies for misapplication of public funds, 
“misapplication because the money is 
not spent for the betterment of either 
the individual or the state.” 

Because Dr. Briggs has so poor an 
opinion in general of present curricula 
does not prove that the Andover school 
authorities deserve denunciation in 
similar terms, but his attitude and that 
of others against a trend to get away 
from the fundamentals of education is 
well worth pondering over. When we 
find college instructors complaining that | 
many freshmen cannot spell correctly, 
cannot wrile grammatically, cannot 
read with proper inflection, and do not 
show suflicient knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of mathematics or the construc- 
tion of dead languages, there arises a 
wonder if time spent on carpentry, 
plumbing, electricity, cooking, sewing, 
beauty culture, ete., is not absorbing 
hours that could be much more profit- 
ably spent on the absolute essentials of 


education—language, spelling, mathe- 
matics, ete, « 


Another bitter critic of the present- 
day trend in public school courses is Rev. 
Jones I. Corrigan, S.J., of Boston college | 
who recently declared there were too 
many frills and too little education in the 
public school curriculum, terming the 
tendency a “magnification process.” 

“*Magnification’ is largely responsible for 
| our inefficient schools. ” says Rey. Fr. Cor 
| rigan. “The teachers’ energies are scattered 
too much. College entrance boards and | 
professors of freshmen in the colleges are |

wondering why boys and girls, newly arrived | 
from high school, cannot write simple English 
sentences. The fads and fancies of the ‘mag 
nification’ program have squandered val 
uable time, that should have been devoted to | 
educational essentials. 

“No single factor connected with the 
schools escapes. ‘Magnification’ is responsible | 
for our luxurious, expensive high school | 
plants, when thousands of our younger 
children are still housed in miserable port- | 
ables. Surely of all the significant trends in 
American education, the ‘magnification’ 
process demands immediate consideration. 

“Tt is expensive, wasteful and inefficient 
It neglects educational essentials and 
cherishes educational frills. It is a vicious 
policy resulting from parental ignorance or 
ndifference to school matters. Its extensive 


treasury. If taxes are high and the cost of 
living is high, the ‘magnification’ of the state 
in the educational sphere is a partial explana 
tion of both.” 

Again, that the priest quoted above is 
convinced Massachusetts is on the wrong 
road in educational matters does not 
prove that the Andover schools authori- 
ties are, but his words are worth bearing 
in mind when the school authorities 
reveal to us what their project is. There

Second Child Welfare Conference 


The Child Welfare study group of the 
Andover League of Women Voters had its 
second luncheon conference on Thursday at 
the home of Mrs. H. Gilbert Francke. 

Mrs. Byron Hall gave a resume of the 
Sheppard-Towner Act and its far-reaching 
results during the years it was in force. She 
described the provisions of the Jones-Cooper 
Bill, at present before Congress, passage of 
which would make possible the continuance 
of the work started to meet the desperate 
need of our mothers for help and instruction 
in bearing and rearing their children 


“The United States holds at present an 
unenviable position with regard to its 
mater mortality rate. According to the 
latest available statistics this country ranks 
nineteenth among the twenty nations of the 
world which offer data on this subject. The 
only civilized country that shows a higher 
death-rate among women from accidents and 
diseases incident to child-birth in Chili. 
Moreover, the maternal mortality rate in the 
United States is one-third higher than that of 
England and Wales and more than twice ial 
high as that of Denmark, Italy, Japan, 
Netherlands, New Zealand and Sweden. 

Andover’s own local conditions are on the 
whole good, but this does not relieve us, as 
citizens of the United States, from responsi- 
bility for conditions in the country as a whole. 

Since Massachusetts was one of the three 
states which refused to accept the Sheppard 
Towner Act, Mrs. Herbert Merrick, then

League of Women Voters Holds Open 
Meeting 


“The only recourse in the hands of people 
dissatisfied with their electric rates is the 
reorganizing and managing of their own 
municipally-owned plant” said La Rue 
Brown, a distinguished lawyer in the field of 
social and industrial legislation, speaking on 
“Electric Power and Public Welfare” at an 
open meeting of the Andover League of 
Women Voters held Tuesday evening at the 


November clubhouse. “Only in competition 
do you have a chance.”’ | 

Rates offered by municipally-owned plants 
in Belmont, Hingham, Taunton Holyoke, 
Cleveland, Tacoma, and Los Angeles sup- | 
ported his argument that lower rates were 
possible under municipal ownership. As a 
trump card he used statements in the Boston | 
papers during the current month that Bel 
mont had reduced its electric rate and the 
Lawrence Gas and Electri: company had | 
declared an extra dividend of $1.00 a share 
A gist of the argument agitating the ( ongress | 
of the United States and Legislators of Mas 
sachusetts, he found in the fact that the Law 
rence Gas and Electric company had during 
1928 paid dividends amounting to fourteen 
per cent on the par value of its stock and laid 
aside “from the pockets of the people who use 
its service” a surplus of $1,000,000 together 
with more than an equal amount for deprecia- 
tion. Even its B rate is twice that of Belmont. 
This he contrasted with Los Angeles where 
the typical monthly electric bill including not 
only lighting, and the usual electric appliances 
such as washing machines, irons, vacuum and 
radio but also the fuel for cooking amounted 
to only $2.75 a month. 

In an attempt to obtain a fair he aring on 
both sides of the question, the speaker re 
minded his audience that public opinion was 
caught by the $29,000,000-worth of advertis- 
ing annually placed before the people by 
public utilities corporations, that there was a 
flood of arguments on one side of the question 
by members of the National Broadcasting 
association, and that thousands of widely 
distributed pamphlets proclaimed the eternal 
rightness of the directors of public utilities 
A subsidy of $30,000 is paid to a department 
of Harvard university and $5,000 to a pro 
fessor who also acts in an advisory capacity 
to a public utilities corporation 

As Massachusetts laws now stand there are 
according to Mr. Brown, many difficulties in 
the way of the theory of regulated monopolies 
supposed to be the golden road to the solution 
of the problem. 


As the reverse to this side of the picture 
Sheldon Wardwell, who has made a study of 
the regulation of public utilities since his 
adolescence and has had unusual opportuni 
ties for considering these problems from many 
points of view, enumerated the advantages 
accruing to the public by private ownership 
of public utilities. He believes that our 
problem is that of Massachusetts and that if 
conditions were the same here as in the West 
the same or even better results could be 
shown. He pointed out that in Holyoke where 
there was municipal ownership wires were not 
laid underground, a convenience which is ac- 
complished only by the expenditure of large 
sums of money. Pressure is constantly brought 
to bear on corporations to furnish improve- 
ments while in municipally-owned plants 
this pressure is negligible 

By great mass production water power in 
Maine and New Hampshire is available and 
as an investment utilities must be able to 
attract new capital for expansion and im 
provements which must furnish service in a 
highly competitive district. Thi capital can 
not be risked by unsound regulation. While 
living costs and the cost/of coal have in 
creased by leaps and bounds in the last ten 
years, the cost of electricity for domestic 
consumption is only three per cent above the 
pre-war level and the trend is now downward 
This is accomplished by improvements in the | 
art development of large manufacturing units 
and the interconnection of systems by high 
tension transmission lines. These facilitie 
represent a large investment which is con 
stantly becoming larger and any threat to| 
them would be an economic wrong to indus- 
tries which must compete with industries | 
elsewhere and to our people who rely on the 
industries for their support. Since January 1, 
1927 there have been 150 rate reductions 
Under municipal ownership water power from | 
other states would not be available and inter- | 
connection and development would stop 
No capital would be available for develop 
ment in politically controlled areas. Mr. Wad- 
well believes in regulation but not that which 
is political in its aspect. He offered no criti 
cism of the Massachusetts commission. | 

In England the national government has 
been obliged to take over the public utilities 
and will have to spend billions of dollars to 
make available the facilities such as we now 
enjoy 

“TI believe in the people of Massachusetts | 
and that they should be educated as to the | 
complexity of the problems although they are 
too difficult for average comprehension, ” 

Mr. Brown was given an opportunity to 
answer Mr, Wardwell. The principal bone of | 
contention between the two gentlemen was 
whether the dividend paid by the Lawrence 
Gas and Electric company should be reck 
oned as 14 per cent on the par value of its 
stock as maintained by Mr. Brown or 6.99 on 
the cost of its actual property in use, as 
maintained by Mr. Wardwell. Each speaker

| ments and fixed in his own opinion

GOOD CONVERTIBLE BONDS ARE IN 
AN ATTRACTIVE POSITION 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, January 17, 
1930. A few carefully chosen convertible 
bonds, or bonds carrying stock purchase 
warrants should prove worth while additions 
to the investor’s list. Indeed they are espec- 
ially suited to those who have funds to place 
in semi-investment securities, but who hesi- 
tate to buy stocks at the present time. They 
offer a reasonable degree of security, high 
yields, and possibility of appreciation, This 
does not mean, however, that all bonds with 
conversion features or stock purchase privi- 
leges are worthy of confidence. Neither does 
it mean that the highest grade investment 
issues are of this type. Remember that the 
so-called “privileges” attached to a con- 
vertible or “warrant” bond were put there 
for a reason, and that reason is usually to 
compensate for some lack of strength in other 
directions and in order to make them more 
salable. Hence most convertibles are junior 
or debenture issues. A few have mortagge 
security, but those are generally of the 
smaller or weaker companies. On the other 
hand, there are a number of convertible or 
“stock privilege’ issues of strong concerns 
which for all practical purposes are satis- 
factory from the standpoint of safety, and 
still offer attractive possibilities for sharing 
in the future profits of the business.

Stock Privilege or Convertible Bonds 
Explained 

Briefly, convertible bonds are bonds which 
may be exchanged into other securities of the 
corporation, usually the common stock. 
Assume that a good six per cent bond is 
convertible into stock at 100, or par; ie. a 
$1,000 bond will be exchangeable for ten 
shares of stock. If the stock advances from 
100 to 150 the bond will advance from $1,000 
to $1,500. On the other hand, if the stock 
drops to 50 the bond will not go down much 
below $1,000, or par because then it will begin 
to sell on an income basis. The privilege of 
converting into stock is limited to a definite 
period. If the privilege expires while the stock 
price is above the conversion point, the bond 
holder can secure his profit either by selling 
the bond or converting into the stock. He 
must do so before the expiration date or he 
will lose his profit, because thereafter the 
bond will sell lower. Also if a convertible bond 
is called while selling higher on the basis of 
the conversion privilege, the bondholder must 
either sell or convert before the call date in 
order to conserve his profit. Strange as it may 
seem, millions of dollars are sacrificed every 
year by careless investors who do not watch 
their expiration or call dates on convertibles. 
Every time a profitable conversion privilege 
expires, it is found that a number of investors 
have been so careless as to permit their 
profit to lapse through inattention, The 
American Telephone 4 1-2s, 1933, for ex- 
ample, were selling at 122 before the con- 
version date, but after that date sold down to 
100. Then it was found that $2,000,000 of 
this $67,000,000 issue had not beenconverted. 
Truly it behooves holders of convertibles to 
watch their market position closely. 

It has become the fashion in the past few 
years to issue bonds with stock purchase 
warrants attached, These are similar to con-

vertibles in effect. However, the investor ex- 
changes the convertibles for stock, whereas 
with the warrant bond he purchases the stock 
at the favorable prices granted him by the 
purchase warrant privilege. In either case an 
advance in the stock sufficient to make the 
privilege of value results also in advance in 
the price of the hond, and the holder can 
secure his profit by sale of the bonds if he does 
not care to exercise his exchange or stock 
purchase privilege. 


Why Present Conditions Favor 


Convertibles 

A year or more ago, during the stock mar 
ket boom, many convertibles were selling far 
above their actual investment value. Since 
then liquidation has removed most of the 
price inflation. At the same time, of course, 
the stocks into which the bonds are convert- 
ible have declined to comparatively low 
levels, The selling movement in convertible 
bonds is always checked, irrespective of the 
trend of stocks when the interest return on 
the bonds is equal to the return on other 
invest bonds with equal security. The better 
grade convertible bonds today, therefore, 
offer a very good yield and comparative 
security sgainst decline. Later when stock 
market conditions change they should afford 
possibility of profit through enhancement in 
the value of the stock. Moreover, the down- 
ward trend of money rates is sure to increase 
the market price of all bonds which sell on an 
investment basis, and the convertibles of the 
right sort should share the advance with ordi- 
nary bonds. Later, as the industry recovers, 
the speculative feature will again come into 
play. Hence, insofar as a convertible bond

combines the good points of both a common 
stock and a bond, namely, regular income and 
security against decline under unfavorable 
conditions (like a bond), and possibility of 
profit under favorable conditions (like a 
stock), it becomes an excellent form of in- 
vestment. 

Another factor which will make converti- 
bles popular is the growing desire of investors 
to hold an equity in our corporations. Despite 
the bitter experiences in the recent market 
smash with common stocks bought at in- 
flated levels, the public has nevertheless 
become educated to the purchase of equity 
securities, or common stocks. Hence, a 
security combining a definite hedge against 
loss, and at the same time offering possibili- 
ties of appreciation, will have a strong appeal. 
This popularity will, of course, be translated 
into increasing market prices for sound 
convertibles. [t does not mean, however, that 
ordinary investment ponds will be neglected. 
The number of desirable convertibles is 
distinctly limited, 


Must Be Carefully Selected 


Most of the convertible or warrant bonds 
now outstanding were issued at a time when 
stock prices were much higher than at pres- 
ent. Hence, their stock options are generally 
far above the current market. Such bonds 
may not become attractive from the stand- 
point of appreciation for a long period of 
time. There is, however, a small group of 
convertibles, some of which were floated a 
number of years ago, and others with more 
than usually attractive option terms, which 
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
